INQUIRY REPORT 


Complainant . 


Respondents . 


( 08th November , 2022 ) 

The complaint dated 22-12-2021 , was received 
from the Complainant , praying for refund of the 
amount of Rs . 2 , 11 , 169 / - recovered from his Gratuity 
Fund , after his retirement as a Ex - Group Instructor 
on 31-10-2017 . 
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2. On perusing the complaint , the Commission by 
Order dated 06-01-2022 , issued notices to the three 
Respondents . 


3. The Respondent No. 1 filed their report dated 
22-02-2022 . The Respondent No. 2 filed their report 
dated 10-02-2022 . The Respondent No. 3 filed their 
reply on 08-02-2022 . 


4. Thereafter , the Complainant filed his Rejoinder 
on 12-04-2022 . 


5. At the stage of hearing on 14-10-2022 , the 
Commission heard the Complainant in person and 
also heard Shri Sharad Gawde , Head Clerk of the 
Respondent No.1 and Shri Naresh Kankonkar , 
Assistant Accounts Officer , on behalf of the 
Respondent No. 3. The Respondent No. 2 was absent 
at the time of arguments . 


6. Under Section 12 ( a ) of The Protection of Human 
Rights Act , 1993 , the Commission shall ( a ) inquire , 
suo - motu or on a petition presented to it by a victim 
or any person on his behalf ( or on a direction or 
order of any court ) , into complaint of 


( i ) violation of human rights or abetment thereof ; or 
( ii ) negligence in the prevention of such violation , 
by a public servant . 


7. The question in the present case is whether 
the Complainant has made out any violation of his 
human rights by the Respondents . 


8. There is no dispute that the Complainant was 
working as an Instructor with the Respondent 
No. 2 and he had retired on superannuation on 
31-10-2017 . When his pension was fixed , the amount 
of Rs . 2,11,169 / - was recovered from his gratuity by 
Order dated 06-02-2018 . 


9. The Respondents No. 1 and 2 have stated that 
the pension case of the Complainant had been 
submitted to the Pension Section of the Respondent 
No. 3 by letter dated 05-05-2017 and it was returned 
by the Respondent No. 3 with certain observations 
and accordingly the pay fixation statement in the 
VIth and VIIth Pay Commission were revised and it 
was found that he had been overpaid to the extent 
of Rs . 2,11,169 / - . Accordingly , the Respondent No. 1 
authorized the Respondent No. 3 to recover the said 
amount from the Death - cum - Retirement gratuity 
and accordingly , the pension case of the 
Complainant was settled and passed for payment 
on 02-02-2018 . 


10. Thereafter , the Complainant had submitted 
his representation dated 30-07-2020 , for refund of 
the amount recovered and the same was placed 
before the Government for its approval and 
concurrence of Finance ( R & C ) Department on 
19-11-2020 . The Finance ( R & C ) Department returned 
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the proposal to the Respondent No. 1 to indicate 
the reasons for the errors , which resulted in 
overpayment . The file was thereafter re - submitted 
to the Finance Department with due clarification of 
the cases . However , the Finance Department had 
instructed to fix responsibility on the officials 
responsible for the overpayment and recover the 
amount from them . 


11. The Respondent No. 1 also stated that upon 
instructions of Finance ( R & C ) Department , efforts 
were made to locate the file wherein the cases of 
the Complainant and two others namely , Shri Edwin 
Vaz and Shri Stephen Coutinho , were processed in 
order to fix responsibility on the officials concerned . 
But , the same is not traceable , due to which the 
department is in a process of filing F.I.R. regarding 
missing of file . 


12. The Respondent No. 1 stated that they had 
obtained the comments from the then Principal of 
the Respondent No. 2 and from the Ex - Maintenance 
Supervisor . The Ex - Principal had stated that due to 
lengthy passage of time from the year 2012 , he is 
unable to recollect the exact facts as to whether Shri 
Nagvekar who had actually prepared / put up the 
bills , on his own or under the supervision of the then 
UDC . The Respondent No. 1 also stated that the 
officers and officials responsible for over payment 
have already voluntarily retired / retired on 
superannuation except Shri Joao Caldeira and the 
matter will be re - submitted to the Finance ( R & C ) 
Department for re - consideration . 


13. The Division Bench of the Supreme Court of 
India , in Civil Appeal No. 7115 of 2010 , Thomas 
Daniel Versus State of Kerala & Ors , by Judgement 
dated 2nd May , 2022 , the issue was as to whether 
increments granted to the appellant , while he was 
in service , can be recovered from him almost 10 years 
after his retirement on the ground that the said 
increments were granted on account of an error . In 
para ( 9 ) , the Supreme Court noted that the Court in a 
catena of decisions has consistently held that if the 
excess amount was not paid on account of any 
misrepresentation or fraud of the employee or if such 
excess payment was made by the employer by 
applying a wrong principle for calculating the pay / 
/ allowance or on the basis of a particular 
interpretation of rule / order which is subsequently 
found to be erroneous , such excess payment of 
emoluments or allowances are not recoverable . In 
Para 28 , it held that such relief , restraining back 
recovery of excess payment , is granted by courts not 
because of any right in the employees , but in equity , 
in exercise of judicial discretion to relieve the 
employees from the hardship that will be caused if 
recovery is implemented . 
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14. In State of Punjab and Others v . Rafiq Masih 
( White Washer ) and Others , ( 2015 ) 4 SCC 334 , in 
Para 18 , it held as under : - 18. " It is not possible to 
postulate all situations of hardship which would 
govern employees on the issue of recovery , where 
payments have mistakenly been made by the 
employer , in excess of their entitlement . Be that as it 
may , based on the decisions referred to hereinabove , 
we may , as a ready reference , summarise the 
following few situations , wherein recoveries by the 
employers , would be impermissible in law : 


( i ) Recovery from the employees belonging to 
Class III and Class IV service ( or Group C and Group 
D service ) . 


( ii ) Recovery from the retired employees , or the 
employees who are due to retire within one year , of 
the order of recovery . 


( iii ) Recovery from the employees , when the 
excess payment has been made for a period in excess 
of five years , before the order of recovery is issued . 
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( iv ) Recovery in cases where an employee has 
wrongfully been required to discharge duties of a 
higher post , and has been paid accordingly , even 
though he should have rightfully been required to 
work against an inferior post . 


( v ) In any other case , where the court arrives at 
the conclusion , that recovery if made from the 
employee , would be iniquitous or harsh or arbitrary 
to such an extent , as would far outweigh the 
equitable balance of the employer's right to 

recover .

In the facts of the present case , the 
Commission accordingly recommends to the 
Respondent No. 1 that in view of the law laid down 
by the Supreme Court as outlined above , the 
Respondent No. 1 pursues the matter with the 
Finance Department for refund of the said amount 
of Rs .

The complaint dated 07-01-2022 , was received 
from the Complainant , praying for refund of the 
amount of Rs . 1,79,959 / - recovered from his Gratuity 


Fund , after his retirement as a Ex - Group Instructor 
on 30-06-2016 . 


2. On perusing the complaint , the Commission by 
Order dated 21-02-2022 , issued notice to the 
Complainant for hearing on the question of 
admission . 


3. On hearing the Complainant on the question 
of admission , the Commission by Order dated 
23-03-2022 , issued notice to the Respondent to 
submit report . 


4. The Respondent submitted their report on 
12-05-2022 . 


5. At the stage of hearing on 14-10-2022 , the 
Commission heard the Complainant in person and 
also heard Shri Sharad Gawde , Head Clerk of the 
Respondent . 


6. Under Section 12 ( a ) of The Protection of Human 
Rights Act , 1993 , the Commission shall ( a ) inquire , 
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suo - motu or on a petition presented to it by a victim 
or any person on his behalf ( or on a direction or 
order of any court ) , into complaint of 

( i ) violation of human rights or abetment thereof ; 


or 


( ii ) negligence in the prevention of such violation , 
by a public servant . 


7. The question in the present case is whether 
the Complainant has made out any violation of his 
human rights by the Respondent . 


8. There is no dispute that the Complainant was 
working as an Instructor with the Respondent and 
he had retired on superannuation on 30-06-2016 . 
When his pension was fixed , the amount of 
Rs . 1,79,959 / - was recovered from his gratuity . 


9. The Respondent has stated that the pension 
case of the Complainant had been submitted to the 
Pension Section of the Directorate of Accounts by 
letter dated 29-12-2015 and it was returned by the 
Directorate of Accounts with certain observations 
and accordingly the pay fixation statement in 6th 
Pay Commission in ACPS and in MACPS - III were 
revised and as per due and drawn statement w.e.f. 
01-01-2006 to 30-06-2016 , the recovery of excess 
amount worked out to Rs . 1,79,959 / - . Accordingly , 
the Respondent authorized the Directorate of 
Accounts to recover the said amount from his 
retirement gratuity . 


10. Thereafter , the Complainant had submitted 
his representation dated 25-11-2019 , for refund of 
the amount recovered and the same was placed 
before the Government for its approval and 
concurrence of Finance ( R & C ) Department on 
19-11-2020 . The Finance ( R & C ) Department returned 
the proposal to the Respondent to indicate the 
reasons for the errors , which resulted in 
overpayment . The file was thereafter re - submitted 
to the Finance ( R & C ) Department with due 
clarification of the cases . However , the Finance 
Department has instructed to fix responsibility on 
the officials responsible for the overpayment and 
recover the amount from them . 


11. The Respondent also stated that upon . 
instructions of Finance ( R & C ) Department , efforts 
were made to locate the file wherein the cases of 
the Complainant and two others namely , Shri Edwin 
Vaz and Shri Sudhir Kubde , were processed in order 
to fix responsibility on the officials concerned . But , 
the same is not traceable , due to which the 
department has filed F.I.R. regarding missing of file 
in the Panaji Police Station . 


12. The Respondent stated that the file regarding 
refund of amount has been re - submitted to the 
Finance ( R & C ) Department for waiving off the 
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recovery from the erring Officers / Officials , since the 
officers / officials responsible for over payment have 
already been voluntarily retired / retired on 
superannuation except Shri Caldeira and it has also 
been requested to convey the approval to refund 
the amount recovered from the Death - cum 
-Retirement Gratuity of the ex - officials Shri Edwin 
Vaz , Shri Stephen Coutinho and Shri Sudhir Kubde . 


13. The Division Bench of the Supreme Court of 
India , in Civil Appeal No. 7115 of 2010 , Thomas 
Daniel Versus State of Kerala & Ors . , by Judgment 
dated 2nd May , 2022 , the issue was as to whether 
increments granted to the appellant , while he was 
in service , can be recovered from him almost 10 
years after his retirement on the ground that the 
said increments were granted on account of an error . 
In para ( 9 ) , the Supreme Court noted that the Court 
in a catena of decisions has consistently held that 
if the excess amount was not paid on account of 
any misrepresentation or fraud of the employee or 
if such excess payment was made by the employer 
by applying a wrong principle for calculating the 
pay / allowance or on the basis of a particular 
interpretation of rule / order which is subsequently 
found to be erroneous , such excess payment of 
emoluments or allowances are not recoverable . In 
para 28 , it held that such relief , restraining back 
recovery of excess payment , is granted by courts 
not because of any right in the employees , but in 
equity , in exercise of judicial discretion to relieve 
the employees from the hardship that will be caused 
if recovery is implemented . 


14. In State of Punjab and Others v . Rafiq Masih 
( White Washer ) and Others , ( 2015 ) 4 SCC 334 , in 
Para 18 , it held as under : - 18. " It is not possible to 
postulate all situations of hardship which would 
govern employees on the issue of recovery , where 
payments have mistakenly been made by the 
employer , in excess of their entitlement . Be that as 
it may , based on the decisions referred to 
hereinabove , we may , as a ready reference , 
summarise the following few situations , wherein 
recoveries by the employers , would be 
impermissible in law : 


( i ) Recovery from the employees belonging to 
Class III and Class IV service ( or Group C and Group 
D service ) . 


( ii ) Recovery from the retired employees , or the 
employees who are due to retire within one year , of 
the order of recovery . 


( iii ) Recovery from the employees , when the 
excess payment has been made for a period in excess 
of five years , before the order of recovery is issued . 


( iv ) Recovery in cases where an employee has 
wrongfully been required to discharge duties of a 
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higher post , and has been paid accordingly , even 
though he should have rightfully been required to 
work against an inferior post . 


( v ) In any other case , where the court arrives at 
the conclusion , that recovery if made from the 
employee , would be iniquitous or harsh or arbitrary 
to such an extent , as would far outweigh the 
equitable balance of the employer's right to recover . " 


15. In the facts of the present case , the Commission 
accordingly recommends to the Respondent that in 
view of the law laid down by the Supreme Court as 
outlined above , the Respondent pursues the matter 
with the Finance Department for refund of the said 
amount of Rs . 1,79,959 / - ( Rupees one lakh seventy 
nine thousand nine hundred fifty nine only ) , to the 
Complainant .

JUDGMENT 

1. This judgment shall determine a claim 
application of the Applicant dated 25-04-2017 filed 
u / s 33 - C ( 2 ) of the I. D. Act , 1947 . 


2. By the present claim application , the 
Applicant claimed a sum of Rs . 1,27,788 / 
being Rs . 11,250 / - towards encashment of 
45 days leave , to Rs . 86,538 towards Gratuity and 
Rs . 30,000 / - towards compensation for continuous 
working for 20 years . 


3. The Opponent resisted the claim of the 
Applicant filing written statement dtd . 9-8-2017 
at exb . 5. The Opponent , as and by way of its 
preliminary objections , submitted that the 
claim application is misconceived in law and facts 
and as such not maintainable . The Opponent stated 
that he owns a shop selling electrical goods . He 
stated that normally supply of electrical goods is 
done as per the order placed by the customers on 
telephone or by email . He stated that the entire 
business is managed by himself with the help of 
his son and wife . He stated that there is no other 
employees at the shop except the Applicant . He 
stated that the payment towards supplies / delivery , 
he received by Cheque / Demand Draft from the 
customers at the shop . He stated that in the year 
2006 , the Applicant was working with one 
electrician by name Mr. Nazareth from Vaddem and 
upon the request of Mr. Nazareth , during the spare 
time the Applicant , used one as a helper with him 
on payment of stipend of Rs . 200 / - per month , which 
was increased to Rs . 400 / - p.m. He stated that 
thereafter from the year 2010 , he started paying the 
Applicant salary till December , 2016. He stated 
that suddenly , after receiving the salary for the 
month of December , informed him that he is leaving 
the job and will not come from next day . He stated 
that neither the Applicant has given any 
resignation on 2nd December , 2016 nor has even 
informed him at any time in advance that he is 
leaving the job but left the job as soon as he received 
the payment for the month of December , 2016. He 
stated that the Applicant was working as a helper 
on his shop . He stated that the Applicant was not 
given any appointment letter nor used to sign any 
Muster Roll . He stated that the Applicant was not 
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issued any identity card by him . He stated that the 
Applicant used to remain absent frequently without 
any intimation atleast 3-4 days in a month on a 
justification that he was suffering from high 
diabetic . He stated that the Applicant used to go 
suddenly to Mumbai at least once in a month even 
without prior intimation to him for purchase of cloth 
of his wife who is running a cloth store at New 
Vaddem , Vasco - da - Gama . He stated that during 
the festival of Ganesh Chaturthi the Applicant used 
to remain absent for 8-10 days in spite of the fact 
that the shop was closed only for 2 days . He stated 
that similarly during the Shirgao Zatra , the 
Applicant used to remain absent for more than 15 
days as he is act as " Dhond " . He stated that the 
Applicant wish to avail loan in the month of 
January , 2011 from bank and as such had requested 
him to issue certificate which was issued by him . 
He stated that the Applicant had not completed 20 
years of service with them and as such the contents 
of the calculation and period of service of 20 years 
is false . The Opponent stated that the Applicant 
is not entitled for any relief as prayed by him and 
prayed for dismissal of the claim application . 
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4. The Applicant filed his Re - joinder on 
18-01-2018 at Exb . 6. The Applicant , by way of his 
Re - joinder , reiterates and confirms all the 
submissions and averments made by him in his 
claim application to be true and correct and denies 
all the statements and averments made by the 
Opponent in its Written Statement , which are 
contrary and inconsistent with the statements and 
averments made by him . 


5. Based on the pleadings filed by the party 
hereinabove , this court framed the following issues 
on 15-02-2018 as Exb .

6. Thereafter matter was fixed for evidence . The 
Applicant as well as the Opponent laid evidence in 
support of their case respectively . Both the parties 
also filed the synopsis of written argument , it is at 
this stage both parties decided to settle the matter 
amicably .
